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Grading variations questioned by Standards Committee 


The 1988 annual Report to Senate on 
Grades asks for the deans of faculties to 
seek explanations of variations in grading 
at UVic. Variations in grading between dif¬ 
ferent faculties and within faculties are 
outlined in detail in the 53-page report, 
which consists of three pages of text sup¬ 
ported by 49 pages of charts, graphs and 
statistics. 

Chair of the Senate Committee on Aca¬ 
demic Standards Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemis¬ 
try) received Senate’s support on Jan. 11 for 
his request that deans be asked to seek 
explanations of grading variations and pro¬ 
vide explanations to the Committee on 
Standards. That process is presently 
underway within the faculties. 

“There appear to be some real differences 
in grading between Faculties and within 
Faculties. It is not obvious whether this is 
because there are differences in students or 
in standards or expectation or norms,” 
states the report. 

“Senate should however be concerned 
that a student should receive a fair chance 
at scoring a high grade regardless of which 
Faculty or department is chosen for study. 


“Department Chairmen and Deans 
should pay particular attention to the 
results for their areas and justify the varia¬ 
tions,” the report concludes. 

The grade analysis in this year’s report 
includes all students in the 1987 winter 
session and those in 1988 summer session 
credit courses. All Co-op students are 
included in the analysis. 

The highest mean grade for all faculties 
is found in Education which is 1.1 above the 
university average. The Sciences have the 
lowest mean grade, at 0.9 below the univer¬ 
sity average. 

“Can ... Education justify giving grades 
that are on average higher than the rest of 
the University? Possibly Education has bet¬ 
ter students on average than Law and much 
better students on average than the Sci¬ 
ences. Possibly there are differences in gra¬ 
ding standards. Possibly these differences 
are ‘normal’ across the country. The ques¬ 
tion however should not be avoided because 
it might make some Faculties ‘look bad’ or 
some persons uncomfortable,” writes Mit¬ 
chell in the report. 

“Likewise there certainly appear to be 


some differences in grading between de¬ 
partments. Within the Humanities are Phi¬ 
losophy students really on average worse 
than German students? Are Math students 
worse than Biology students?... There may 
be good reasons for grade differences. Sen¬ 
ate should be concerned if there are not!” 

In discussing the awarding of first class 
grades, Mitchell expresses concern with 
trends over the past five years. “Why are 
46% of all Education grades first class yet 
only 22% of Science grades and only 15% of 
Law. Is there really that much difference in 
the students, or do we really have a differ¬ 
ence in grading standards here? 

“Within the Faculties some variations 
are even worse. No less than 65% of all 
PRFS (Professional Studies) grades are 
first class, while a more reasonable (at least 
on University average terms) 31% of PE 
grades are first class. Surely to give 50% or 
more first class grades needs justification!” 
he states. 

An analysis of A+ is presented in 10 
pages of graphs. In his written commen¬ 
tary Mitchell notes the importance of A + 
grades in contributing to scholarship win¬ 


ners’ averages. Departments which issue 
very few A + grades “reduce the chance of 
their students from obtaining scholarships. 
Those departments which issue too many 
A + grades favor their students unfairly 
relative to those from ‘more average’ 
departments.” 

Engineering gives a higher average per¬ 
centage of A+ grades than do the other 
faculties, and some of the fluctuations 
between departments within a faculty 
“seem too large to pass without comment” 
the report says. 

In recent years, Mitchell has drawn 
attention to disparities in grading on a reg¬ 
ular basis. He admits that “what’s hap¬ 
pened in the past is that the report is 
received and nothing is done. It’s pretty 
hard to get gradings changed. I’m trying to 
keep up interest in the issue and slowly 
over a period of years things begin to 
change. The students themselves have a 
role to play because they can see who 
grades badly and avoid them.” 

All departments have been sent copies of 
the report. 


Library chooses automation package

The library has just taken a big step 
towards computerizing its services. It has 
chosen an automation software package 
that will provide electronic access to the 
catalogue; will automate the functions of 
acquisitions, cataloguing, serials manage¬ 
ment and circulation monitoring; and will 
enable the library to provide bibliographi¬ 
cal and other types of information in forms 
heretofore impractical. In short, it will 
change the way that the library works and 
the way that patrons use the library. 

The software package chosen is the 
NOTIS integrated online library automa¬ 
tion system. It will run on the University’s 
new IBM 3090 mainframe computer, and, 
according to estimates by Computing Ser¬ 
vices, it will require a maximum of only 
about 10 per cent of central processing unit 
capacity. 

For the past several months, the Library 
Automation Steering Committee has been 
evaluating various software packages to 
determine which would best meet UVic’s 
needs. NOTIS was recently chosen after 
testing it on the UVic mainframe. Among 
university libraries in Canada, NOTIS is 
currently in use at McGill, McMaster, 
Queens, Regina, Windsor and York. 

Library Systems Analyst Bob Campbell, 
who chairs the Automation Steering Com¬ 
mittee describes NOTIS as comprised of 
several modules corresponding to different 
functions. The timeframe for installation of 
these modules has not been determined. 
Converting from systems presently in use 
will be quite a task, and NOTIS will be 
phased in over time, module by module. 
According to the most optimistic scenario, 
the first changes may become apparent to 
users sometime this fall. 

The first module that users will notice is 
the online public access catalogue. When 
this is fully implemented, users will be able 
to access the online catalogue from any 
terminal with a mainframe connection. 
They will be able to search for items by 
author, title and subject and learn the cur¬ 


rent loan status of particular items. User 
terminals will be located at convenient 
places throughout the library. 

The circulation module will take care of 
borrowing records, item recalls and fines. 
All circulating items will receive a bar code 
that is readable by means of a laser wand. 
As items are borrowed or returned, their 
bar codes will be read, thus registering 
their loan status in the system. 

The cataloguing module will control the 
catalogue database. The library has 
bibiographical information in machine- 
readable form for the 450,000 items 
acquired since 1972. According to Camp¬ 
bell, it will take only about 12 hours for the 
mainframe to ingest these records, check 
them and organize a multitude of indexes. 
Over time, items acquired before 1972 will 
also be added to the database. And, of 
course, new items will be entered into the 
system as they are acquired. 

The serials module will provide such 
functions as automated management of 
subscription renewal and notification when 
volumes are complete and ready for bind¬ 
ing. The ordering module will handle 
standing orders and orders for serials and 
monographs. It will track the status of all 
orders and provide current information on 
the status of accounts. This feature will be 
especially helpful for departmental library 
representatives who have responsibility for 
managing a department’s allocation of 
funds for library purchases.

Other modules may also be added to 
enable the library to provide enhanced 
automated search capabilities and biblio¬ 
graphic services, for example. The system 
will also help library administrators by 
providing statistical information on such 
matters as how the collection is used. 

The purchase of NOTIS is currently 
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being negotiated. There is a great deal of 
work to be done before the system is imple¬ 
mented, and as a result, the library will be 
a busy place this summer. Campbell cau¬ 
tions that all capabilities will not be avail¬ 
able from day one. One thing is certain, 
however: library automation is on its way.

“I found nothing in it which lessened my respect for 
Moslems or the Islamic religion” Poet PK. Page expressed sympathy for “those Moslems 
who feel that the Ayatollah’s assassination order will discredit other Moslems’.’ She called 
civil liberties “essential buttresses ofdemocracyand the winning of freedoms “an ongoing, 
never-ending fight” Only in protest can we protect that which we value most, she stated, 
adding that it is an “absolute outrage” that a contract has been put out on Rushdie’s life. 
Peter C. Newman, who opened the meeting, said “there is no excuse forever banning a book. 
It is a right I want to preserve for myself, and every Canadian should have that right” 
Newman warned that Canadians “too often self censor what we are going to say’,’ but 
“freedom trickles away if it is not guarded” Others who spoke in defense of freedom and in 
support of Rushdie included Beardsley, Phyllis Webb, Elizabeth Brewster, Al Purdy, and 
Leon Rooke. 

























Fine Arts to host public forum 
on regional art policy 


On Saturday, March 18, the Faculty of Fine 
Arts will host a public forum to enable 
interested parties to respond to the draft 
Jntermunicipal Arts Policy. The forum will 
take place in the MacLaurin Building’s 
Lam Auditorium from 2-5 p.m. 

The forum will be chaired by Dr. Anthony 
Welch, Dean of Fine Arts. Diana Butler, 
Oak Bay alderwoman and chair of the 
Intermunicipal Arts Policy Committee, will 
review the process of creating the report. 
Anne Russo of the Community Arts Council 
and chair of the Arts Policy Advisory Panel 
will then speak on the Panel’s role. Then 
Peter Adams, consultant with the firm of 
Stevenson, Kellogg, Ernst and Whinney, 
will survey the draft recommendations. 

Following these remarks, the floor will be 
opened for interested parties to make brief 
presentations and ask questions. Welch 
stresses that, in the interest of fairness, 
speakers will be limited to a few minutes 
each and that remarks should focus on the 


governmental policies being proposed for 
the entire region rather than dealing with 
the specific problems of individual artists 
or organizations. 

The Fine Arts Faculty offered to host the 
forum because the University has been 
involved in questions relating to arts policy 
for some years. “We see ourselves as able to 
stand outside and project an objective view,” 
Welch adds. Welch served as UVic represen¬ 
tative on the Advisory Panel, and Dr. Alan 
Hughes, Associate Dean of Fine Arts, 
served as an alternate member, represent¬ 
ing theatre interests on the Panel. In addi¬ 
tion, the Intermunicipal Committee 
included as members Victoria alderman 
and Maltwood curator Martin Segger and 
retired UVic Theatre professor Bill West.

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No drug problem at UVic, say Kelsey and Roaf by Brian Webster 


Drugs in sports has become a major issue in 
Canada over the past year. The two words 
have become closely intertwined, especially 
in the wake of the national embarassment 
of Ben Johnson’s disqualification from the 
1988 Olympics. So much has been said 
about drugs in sports that many observers 
are finding it difficult to separate fact from 
fiction. 

With the federally-appointed Dubin 
inquiry into drug use in sports hearing 
more charges every day of widespread drug 
use in amateur sport, some staff in UVic’s 
Athletics and Recreational Services 
department have become worried that the 
public is gaining an impression that all 
elite amateur atheletes use drugs. Accord¬ 
ing to two former national team athletes 


who now work at UVic, this is far from the 
truth. 

Howard Kelsey, UVic’s Co-ordinator of 
Athletics and a former national team bas¬ 
ketball player, says drugs aren’t a big issue 
at this University. When asked if he is 
aware of drug use at UVic, he is quick to 
respond “not at all.” Kelsey admits that “in 
some sports, to survive competitively it has 
become essential to use drugs,” but he says 
that UVic does not participate in such 
sports, which include sprinting, weightlift¬ 
ing and football. 

In finesse sports such as basketball and 
volleyball, drug use has not been widely 
reported, even at the highest competitive 
levels. Kelsey’s experience with Canada’s 


national team was consistent with that 
image. He says drug use “was not a big 
issue while I was playing.” He agrees, how¬ 
ever, that the general issue of drugs in 
sports has become a question of broad pub¬ 
lic concern. 

Allan Roaf, Head Coach of UVic’s men’s 
rowing teams, says “it’s a pretty small 
aspect of the amateur sports community 
that is taking drugs.” He does not feel that 
the drug issue is an imminent threat to the 
amateur sport community in Canada, say¬ 
ing: “Amateur sport isn’t in trouble. It’s the 
people who use drugs who are in trouble. 
There are too many good people involved in 
amateur sport for that to happen.” 

Kelsey agrees. He feels that “only the 


image” of amateur sport is threatened by 
the current controversy, and in fact it is 
likely to ‘reverse the trend’ of drug use. The 
impact on UVic is likely to be even less than 
elsewhere, according to Kelsey. He says 
UVic has implemented new Canadian 
Inter-university Athletic Union (CLAU) reg¬ 
ulations requiring an annual symposium 
on drugs at the start of each year. No other 
action has been seen as warranted. 

Roaf, who is also Executive Director of 
the UVic-based National Coaching Insti¬ 
tute and a former national team rower, is 
hoping to organize a clinic within the next 
year to discuss drugs in sports. An event of 
that sort was originally scheduled for 
March 11, but has been cancelled.

Athletics season ends with a flourish 
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Another long season of Vikes athletics is 
culminating in championship action with 
the men’s basketball squad at the CIAU 
nationals and Canada West women’s volley¬ 
ball playoffs here in Victoria. 

UVic’s men’s basketball team plays its 
first CIAU tournament game March 10 in 
Halifax against Acadia University. The 
Viking’s recently defeated UBC two games 
to one to win an exciting Canada West 
championship series in the McKinnon 
Gym. A boisterous standing-room only 
crowd watched UBC extend the series to 
three games by winning game two in over¬ 
time March 4, and most of them returned 
March 5 to see the Vikings convincingly 
win the Canada West title in coach Ken 
Shields’ final home game. 

The Vikings are seeded second in the 
Halifax tournament. If they win March 10, 
they proceed to the semi-final, hoping to 
make the March 12 national championship 
game. All Vikings’ games can be heard on 
CFUV Radio. 

The Vikettes, meanwhile, are in Sudbury 
for the women’s national championship 
tournament. Their road to the nationals 
was a bit more difficult than the men’s as 
the top-ranked Calgary powerhouse defea¬ 
ted the Vikettes for the Canada West cham¬ 
pionship, forcing the UVic team to qualify 
as a wild-card entry in the tournament. 

Like the Vikings, UVic’s women’s squad is 
ranked second in the country. They played 
Laval in the March 9 tournament kick-off, 
with semi-final play scheduled for March 10 
and the final March 11. 

In volleyball, the Vikettes won first place 
in Canada West with a victory over Calgary. 
Ranked second in the country behind Win¬ 
nipeg, the Vikettes will host Calgary for the 
Canada West championship March 10-12 
in the McKinnon Gym. They winner will go 
to Saskatoon for the national championship 
tournament starting March 15. 


UVic’s men’s volleyball team completed a 
much-improved season with a 7-9 record, 
and are awaiting playoff results to see if 
they will qualify for the national champion¬ 
ship tournament. Although it appears the i 
Vikings will miss the tournament by one 
place, the team looks very good for the 
future. None of the team members will be 
lost to the team through graduation and 
several excellent highschool prospects are 
considering entry into UVic’s program. 


Ukrainian Journey by Bill Valgardson (Creative 
Writing) will be broadcast on CBC Radio’s Morn- 
ingside program March 27-31.

Archives attracts outside funds 


University Archives has attracted more 
than $68,000 from outside granting agen¬ 
cies this year in support of projects to 
improve access to Archives holdings. 

The Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC) has provided 
$29,771 through its Canadian Research 
Tools Programme, to produce an indexed 
inventory of the papers of Professor Robin 
Skelton (Creative Writing). Anne Mac- 
lean, a graduate of UBC’s Master of Archi¬ 
val Studies program, has been hired for 
this project, which began in February. The 
Skelton collection occupies about 30 metres 
of shelf space and is a valuable resource for 
scholars studying Skelton’s multifaceted 
career as poet, editor, critic and professor as 
well as such topics as the development of 
Canadian literary criticism and the teach¬ 
ing of creative writing. Items range from 
correspondence, notes, variant drafts and 
galley proofs to photographs, newspaper 
clippings, playbills and other ephemera. 
Completion of the inventory will greatly 
improve access to these records. 

SSHRC has also provided $24,461 to 
fund the second year of work summarizing 
and indexing 177 tape recordings in UVic’s 
extensive military history collection. Pro¬ 


fessional librarian Dena Atkinson and 
military historian Bill Thackray are work¬ 
ing on this project. The tapes, part of the 
largest collection on military history west 
of Ontario, record the reminiscences of sig¬ 
nificant military figures, many of whom 
retired to the Victoria area. They were 
interviewed by students of Dr. Reginald 
Roy, who held the UVic Chair in Military 
History until his recent retirement. 

The B.C. Heritage Trust has provided 
Archives with $7,250 to complete a comput¬ 
erized and printed guide and index to the 
University Archives. Such a guide will 
enable users to ascertain quickly whether 
Archives contains information on a particu¬ 
lar topic. In addition, a manual will be 
compiled describing how to produce such a 
guide so that other small archives can bene¬ 
fit from the UVic experience. Such a man¬ 
ual could stimulate other B.C. archives to 
adopt compatible standards, producing 
records that could be pooled to form a guide 
to all B.C. archives. 

In addition, the B.C. Archives Council 
has granted UVic Archives $8,750 to pro¬ 
duce a descriptive inventory of the papers of 
Dr. Derrick Sewell, UVic professor of Geog¬ 
raphy from 1964-1988. Sewell had an inter¬ 


national reputation in the field of 
environmental management, and the col¬ 
lection will be a rich source of material for 
researchers in environmental policy and 
resource management. It consists of 150 
boxes of books and another 150 boxes of 
records, including correspondence, lecture 
notes, reports for governmental and U.N. 
committees, articles, conference papers, 
slides and photographs. 

While these grant projects will greatly 
help researchers access the collections, 
UVic Archivist Chris Petter stresses that 
the Archives is primarily not a research 
centre but a repository for the records of its 
sponsoring institution—namely the Uni¬ 
versity. “The Archives exists to serve the 
University by preserving and providing 
better access to essential administrative 
documents,” Petter explains. “While we are 
very grateful for grants to enhance the 
accessibility of our collections for 
researchers, such grants do not directly 
help us to accomplish our main mission. 
They do help draw attention to the services 
we can provide, however, and allow us time 
and expertise to produce finding aids and to 
develop a methodology to approach our 
main mission.”
